The following aooount of the fraud 
in Mlngo^oo., ia Interesting be- 
eauaa It ahowa accurately what has 
given Mingo, and .McIl.w.'Ii i . .unties 
the repulatljm of havlnK the most cor- 
rupt electlona In the Sute of >Veat Vir- 
ginia. The methods exposed here, or 
practically ilin same, have been In uae 
theri' fir h.>\.i.il > .ars. One of the 
schemes Is to preisire bogus ballota 
durliiK the night previous lo the elec- 
tion, and Instead of counting the real 
ballots eaat by the voters ihe bogus 
ballots aM Bubatltutrsl and coiinlr-d. 

ThI.s is certainly a rotten conditPin 
and it Is hoped Ihe guilty ones will lie 
brought to Juatice and fair elections be
